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Senator Stewart Lutroduces a Bill 
te Execute its stipulations. 

WASHINGTON, Muay 3.—In the Sen- 
ate to-day Stewart of Nevada intro- 
duced a vill to execute the stipula- 
tions of the new Chinese treaty, which 
waareferred, It absolutely probibiis, 
after 90 days from its passage, the en- 
try of any Chinese laborers or laborers 
of Chinese descent, wherever they may 
have ken born, excepting only such 
as wore at the time of the treaty in 
the Uuited Siates, or who shall come 
within 9) days thsreatter (who may 
leave the country having a right to 
return, in pursuance of the terins ol 


the treaty), and such otber Chinese la- 
borers as may enter the country for 
transit across the United States. The 
last mentioned class are permitted to 
enter only at the ports of San Diego, 
San Francisco, ‘Portland (Or.); Boston, 
New York and New Orleans. * 

It is made a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by oe, and -imprisonment, for 
the master of any vessel to bring in 
any Chinese vt ‘rer not fully entitled 
toentry. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is empowered to make such regu- 
lations as he may see fit to secure the 
rights of Chinese persons named in 
Articles 2 ani 3.of the treaty and 
protect the United States against the 
coming and transit of persons not en- 
titled to the benefit of said Articles. 
He is authorized to prescribe the form 
of certificates to be issued and to re- 
quire the deposit of a photograph of 
the person to whom the certificate is 
issued. False persona jon of the per- 
son named in the ceriificate is made 
punishable by not more than $1.00€ 
fine ur five years imprisonment, Chi- 
nese persons found unlawfuily in the 
United States may be arrested, and 
upon conviciion may. be returned 
where they came from, the expense 
and proceedings being chargeable 
agains: the parties who Lrougnt them 
in. Diplomatic and other officers of 
the Chinese Goveramentare exempted 
from the operation of the Act. State 
Courts are prohibited from admitting 
Chinese to citizenship.

THE BISHOP FAMILY. 


The Bishop family, including the 
deceased, has been most prominent 
in the early and later history of 
Nevada and an extended notice of 
the family and the deveseed will be 
of interest to the ‘public. The 
brothers of the deceased, Hon. W. W. 
Bishop, formeriy of Eureka, has 
been a prominent lawyer and poli- 


ticlan and not infrequently nas his 


name been mentioned in connec- 
tion with Congress and the United 
States Senate, and Dr. S. Bishop is 
Superintendent of the State Insane 
a egw ‘which position he has 
held for several years. F. A. 
Bishop, who was killed at San 
Bernardino about five years-ago by 
a horse falling upon him, came in- 
to this valley in 1848 with Kit 
Carson, and pioneered it here for 
-many years.. The only other im- 
mediate members of the family, 
the sisters, Dire:: Judge Davis. of 
Illinois and Mrs. B. F. Lee of 
Fayette county, Hilinois, were never 
residents of this State. The hus- 
lend of the latter, Mra. B, F. Lee,

Showing the esteem in which the 
Governor holds the deceaged he said 
in a public pres some time ago at 
Vandalia:‘‘Lieutenant Bishop saved 
my lifeat the battle of Fort Don- 
elson was as gallant a soldier 
as ever put foot upon a battle field.” 
Bishop served with gallantry in the 
battles of Fort Heary, Donelson, 
Shiloh, Grand Gulf, Raymond, 
Champion Hill, Black River Bridge, 
in the charge upon the works of 
Vicksburg, on the 22d of May, 1863, 
at the blowiug up of Fort Hill, the 
Siege of Vickeburg until July 4, 
1863, when it surrendered; the bat- 
tles of Jackson, Mirs.; Clinton, 
Miss.; the Siege of Spanish Fort, 
Fish Creek, the Siege and Charge 
of Blakely, Alabama, at which 
charge he was the first Federal sol- 
dier to mount the rebel works. The 
company led by himself was the 
first in the city of Mobile on the 
12th day of April, 1865. After the 
battle of Shiloh he-was promoted 
to the rank of Captain for meriter- 
ious conduct. 

Like the other members of the 
family the deceased has been a 
great admirer of General Logan. 
He was always fond pt the fact that 
he served g@nder the’, most _ Aton 
ot American Generals, belonging 
as he did to. the. Third. Division of 
the Seventeenth Corps, command- 
ed by Logan. ; 

*Among those “who were assvuci- 
ated with the deceased in the war 
were his two ae ye James M. 
Lee aud Dr. 8. L. Lee. The for- 
mer lost his life In the ranks of the 
8th lilinoise Infantry at the battle 
of Shiloh. Dr. S. Leeisee, who was 
a member of Uapiain Bishop’s 
Company, takes. commendable 
pride in relating many reminis- 
cences of bravery on the part of 
his lamented uncle. He says the 
Captain never knew danger and al- 
ways seemed to seek the place 
where bullets were thickest. But, 
strange to say, the four years and 
ten months in which he stood in 
the ranks as a soldier, although he 
was personally present while 198 of |. 
h‘s company at different times 
were killed or wounded, he never 
received a scratch. At the battle 
of Raymond General Logan feared 
he would lose bis provision train. 
He galloped across the field amidst 
a shower of bullets from a Texas 
brigadier. As he did so Captain 
Bishop, in admiration of the 
bravery of the fearless commander, 
slip out in front of his com- 
pany and saluted Logan amid the 
deafening clieers of Kis comra es 
which resounded along the whole 
line. Jt was on this occasion that 
Logan had his borse shot to de th 
under him, and when almost de- 
spairing he Pye to the Colenel of 
the Eighth Hlingis in these words: 
“For God’s sake, Sturgis, show 
them the blood of the Eighth!’’ The 
Eigbth respouded and the provis- 
ion train was saved tothe Federal 
troops. On the oceasivn of his 
visit to Reno two years ago Gener- 
al Logan mentioned Bishop as one 
of bis most gallant Captains. 

In 1863 Bishopfwas Provost Mar- 
shal of Meden, Tennessee; in 1865 
appointed Chiefof Provost Guard 
by General Veach; in the same: 
year also made Provost Marshal at 
Shreveport, Louisiana, by Major 
Herron; also held various other im- 
imdiegg positions in his army >cer- 
vice. 

e those who know him best J?r. 
A. CU. Bishop was known as a ripe 
scholar, a genial companion, a gen- 
tleman of lofty ideas, and alwys 
commanded the cenfidence and es- 
teem of his fellows. When his life 
went out on last April 25th, a brave 
and live man ceased to breath. 
May hia ashes which yesterday, by 
loving hands, were laid away in the 
Masonic cemetery here at Reno 
rest in peace.
